Mecting Last Evenlng -Recelipt of Impor=
tant Documents —The English Historical
Noclety.

The Historlieal Soclety of Pennsylvania held a
meeting last evening in thelr rooms in the Athe-
neunm Bullding, Sisth and Adelphla streots.
John William Wallace, Esq., President, occu-
pied the chair.

The librarian, Joseph Bhrigley, Esq , reported
having received since last wonth ninety-eight
books, ninety-one pamphlets, three manuseripts,
and among them two volumes of Friends' tracts,
from Jogeph 8. Elkington; transactions of tho
Academy of Arta and Sciences, a blographical
sketch of William Franeis Judson, from Dr, O,
A. Judgon; history of Frapklin, from Dr. A.
Woodward; historical mannal coneernlog the
three battles at Trenton and l';inve:nn_, 1770497,
from 0. C. Haven; the history of Wyaluslng.
From members of the Libracy Committee—A
memorial of the life and writings of Dr. Cart-
wright Hawkins, memoirs, two volnmes; journal
and correspondence of Lord Aunckland, in two
volumes; life of the Earl of Clarendon, three
volumes of the first Larl of Malmesburvy, four
volumes of Priests’ Lravels ln Ameriea, 1703,

From Alfred Cope, L&, n complete set of the
publieations of Eoglish Historical Society,
twenty-nine volumes, From the Royal Academy
of 8cience, Muonich, two volumes. From Rev.
A. M, Colton, a memorial of Deacon Walter
Colton. ¥rom Rev, LeRoy J. Halsey, memoir of
Dr. Lewis W. Green. From the Association of
Bcience, Govlitz, Upper Lusatier, the mann-
scripts with Jetters from Thomas Hamilton to
Thomas Cruge, 1794; ledger of Cashier of United
States Sanitary Fair for the SBanitary Commis-
gion, 1864, and several papers, containing auto-
graphs of Philadelphians, from 1781 to 1821.

Corors AT Havr-maAsT.—We were in error
esterdny in stating that Captain Robert Vanece,
n charge of one of the line of propellers run-

ning between this clty and Richmond, Va.,
died on board of bis wvessel. He dled at his
home in Camden, after an illness of six weaks,
and was surrounded by hls family, from whom
he received the most affeciionate attention in
bis last moments. Captaln Vance was a nobie
gpecimen of manhood, and he obtalned the
cordinl esteem of all who became acquainted
with him. He was reared to a life oj hard

ship, but by his strict attention to duty, by
his probity, and by his guick Iotelligence Le
won the copfidence of his employers, and dur-
Ing the late Rebellion he obtalned an indepen-
dent command, and acquitted bimself with
credit. Captain Vance was quiet and naobirp-
give in his maupers, but bold and declsive in
the hour of danger; be was genarous to a fault,
and most kind to the unfortuvate and help eas,
and his death will be greally regretted by a
large number of his fcllow-ehlpmasters and
the shipmates to whom he was endeared by «
thousand tender tles, and who will be eager
to offer congolation to his mourning family.

A Drusgexy Isvanip.—Willlam O'Rourke,
thirty-five years of age, iss bricklayer by profes-
slon and a Delawarinn by birth. He has been
working in Trenton, New Jersey, and yester-
day, while employed on a bullding la that place,
he fell from n scaffold and nearly knocked the
top of kis head off. The eaput was bandaged
up, and William started for his Bouthern home;
but he got drunk on the cars, and, in his alco-
holle mystificatlon, be jumped off the cars al
Franktord, In this place he wandered around
Fuzeling whisky to such an extent that be was
znable to stand any lopger, and in this condi-
tion be was taken Lo the statlon-house.

THE ORPHANY.
e —
The Anniversary of the Philadelphia Or-
phan Asylam This Moraing—The Re-
ports for the Year.

At noon Wwday the fifty-sixth anniversary ex-
ercircs of the Indelphia Orphan Asylum were
beld In tLe Asylum bullding, Eighteenth and
Cherry streets, A large audience of the [rionds
of the Institution were In attendance,

The exercises were conducted by Rev, Daniel
March, 1. D, The children gave recitations,
dialoguen, einging, and addresses for the benefit
ol the vlsiturs.

The following report of the doings of the
goclety for the year was read by the secrelary,
Miss Maria Tilghman: —

The managers of the Orphan Society of Philadel.
phia have tho honor of submitting to thelr patrons
the annnel report of their procecdings during the
fifty- sixth year of thelr existence as a aoolety.

They have the unspeakable fatisfaction of pre-
senting thelr orphan family to their friends in the
enjoyment of perfect health.

‘here are seventy-fve chlidren now in the asylum,
forty-two of whom are boys and thirty-three giris.
Fourteen have been admitted daring the vear, and
thirteen have been Indentured inte respect able faml-
lles, who annually render an account of thelr
charges to the active and vigilant Binding Commit.
tee. In addition to theso a remarkably intereating
little girl, nged six yeara, has been adopied to 0l the
place of an only child,

Tho usual routine in the asylum has also been
disturbed by the marriage of three of the girls
reated inthe honse, two of whom have been for
many years employed ad falthful teachors in the
school, and the other as a much-trugted assistant in
the family.

The managera thankfolly acknowledge the con-
tinued labors for the gpiritial well-being of the chil-
dren, of Mr.Geiger and his asaistanta in the Sanday-
school, To them and to the maternal care of the
excallent matron the managers feel they can safely
trust the highest interests of the children.

In thefr Inst apnual report the managers an-
nounced 1o the soclety that they hud selected a plan
and made arrangements for the erection of an asy-
lum onthe property pnrchaged by thiem a year be-
fore, at Haddington, West Philadelphin. They are
happy In bemg sbie (o state that thoelr bulldiog (s
now nearly finiched, and will be ready to receive lta
fnmates before the firet of July.

This is the third asylom that has been bullt by this
soclcty sinoe 1ta formation, 1n the year 15814, The
urst was erccted on the present gite, copsiaiing at
that time of & 100 of 80 fest on Cherry street, by 184
1eet on Kighteenth street, which was presented to
the kociety by Messrs, Robert Hals'on, Bamuel
Archer, Bamuel Richards, and S8amuel Watherlll, Jr.

The cost of the bnillding snd of evclosiug the
ground was §20,0005, exclnsive of Insuraace, 1t was
finished and ovcupled n the year 1517, and was d2-
stroyed by fire on the mght of January 24, 1841,
1 wenty-three children, seventern of whom were
sleeping in the third story, perished (n the fameas,
The family at the time conslsted of nloety chlidreg

This dreadful calsmity aroused the sympathics of
all who heard of it. A public meeting ;was held on
the following day, ward committecs wera formed
to make collections, and the sam of §32 417 was soon
after placed in the hanas of the managers. Thera
was an insurance of pO000 on the bullding, ani Lthe
sum of $M000 wis also grauted by the Lagisiatire—
the only occasion on which the State has extendea
any 0id to this important charity,

Daring the coarse of the following sear tha pre-
sent house wos bullt, aftera plan presentad to the
managers by Mr, Willlam Surickiand, on the alls he-
fore occupled. The cost of erecting (nis batldiog,
the first and second stories belog arched and fire-

proof, amounted to §24,000, The cuclosing of the
ot cogt $5000 additions

The asylum was then In the open conntry. In the
half century thet hag Intervened, the vast city has
80 enclosed It with its walls of brick and stonwy, as to
render a change of location mogt desirahle for the
ehildren., Yonr mansgers and thelr advisers also
belleved It more advantageous to the charity to dis-
pose of the valuable property now occupled by the
asylum, and purchase and build elsewhere, than to
undertake the expenslve repalre and alterations that
had lbt-come necessary to the well-belng of the
family.

'l'ug gite selected for the purpose)is a heautifal one,
on the brow of the nill at Haddington, high, heaithy,
commanding an extensgive view, and easily reached
by the West 'lnladeiphia Passenger R ulway, Tho
asylum fronts towards the east on Sixty-fourth
sireet, between Landsdowne snd Haddington ave-
pues, It 18 bu'lt of stone, quarried on the placs,
lined with Lirick, with an alr space between, and
consista of a centre bni'ding, 44 feet In front by
102 fect in depth, snd twa storiss high, with a

French roof, formipg an adaitional story, The wings
are each 44 by 60 feat, and two stories high; intheso
are the dormitories, and beneath them the play
roome and bath-rooms.  They are separated from
the main building by stair nalls 10 by 17 feet, of fire-
proof constingeilon, At the other end of esoh dormi-
tory Is an addltional stalrway of stone: the whole
width of the house, incluading these stalrways, (s 203
fect,

Mr. Hutton, ihe architect who fnrolshed the plan
and has given his perscral attention to the con-
struction of the buliding to the entire satisfagtion of
the managera, estimated that tha cost of 1L8 Eraction
will be about §35,000, To this must be wdded the ex.
pense of the water wheel, the gas spparatus, and
ihat of Improving and enclosing the grouads,

By referring to the treasurer's report it will be
geen that this great ontlay has been met by the sala
of the investivents of the soclety, from which its
income has hitherto been derived. The managera
1e0k forward to repiaciog these sums by the sale of
the property on Elghteenth street, which could not
be disposed of until the new asylum wuas nearly
ready to recelve the family. Meantime the ex-

enses of furnishing and removal will press

eavily upon themn, and compel them 1O a8k asstel-
ance of thelr friends. They feel confident that they
wili pot ssk in vain, The spme gencrons symputhy
which ralsed this asylum from it sslies (o tne
darkest hour of the existence of the aoclety will be
given wlien it 18 needed lu & huppler time

Nearly one thonsand chilldren nhave bean provided
for In thia asylom, and with God’s blesslag io dis-
posing the hearts of Hiwa people to ald in the good
work, many thousands of Innocent and friendless
orphans will 3¢t he led into the paths of wisdom,
virtue, and happiness, within the shelter of the new
asylum,

T'lie treasurer’s report was algo read by Mrea
James Bavard, tressurer. It stated that the
balance left in the treasury from last vear was
§500500, and this, together with snmy derived
from donetions, subseriptions, legacics, and
other sources of revenue, made the toml ra
ceipta $08,250°81. Of this amount, §13,050 ware
expended for the malotéenance of the asvinm,
and the remainder has been pald toward the
rew bullding.
